‘Gay Nemesis’ Bryant 


Bessie Heard Founds County Legacy

After spending more than three­ 
quarters of a century gathering her 
’’■pretty things,’’ lifetim e Collin 
County resident Bessie Heard finally 
ran out of room to store her collector’s 
items. 
The only logical thing to do then was 
to create a museum. 
Almost ten years ago, the Heard 
Natural Science Museum opened on 
FM 1378 just east of State Highway 5 
near McKinney. It was filled with the 
Indian artifacts, seashells, Audubon 
prints, rocks and thousand” of other 
“objet d’arts” that Miss Bessie had 
collected for some 80 years. 
Today, the Heard Museum has been 
expanded to inc lu.de ’he many donated 
artifacts procured through the years 
along with a wildlife sanctuary, trail 
tours and nature classes. 
Now 91 years old, Miss Bessie still 
takes an active interest in her 
museum and can usually be seen on 
Sunday afternoons describing some of 
her favorite exhibits to visitors. 
Run by director Dr. 
Harold 
Laughlin since its inception in October 
1967, the Heard Museum offers 
Planoites and other county residents 
much more than just its regular 


museum exhibits. 
Last year, some 8,500 persons 
toured the museum’s nature trails. 
During the school year, tours are 
given tc elementary school classes, 
garden clubs and Scout groups, while 
in the summer months, vacation Bible 
school classes and day camps take 
advantage of the trails. 
Nature classes are continually 
growing and expanding under the 
direction of natural science curator 
Lil Hubbs, according to Dr. Laughlin. 
“ Museum Moppets’’ are pre­ 
schoolers who attend classes once 
each week to study nature and 
geography. Grade school children 
also make up classes to learn about 
the art of nature, rocks and i inerals, 
fossils, astronomy, etc. The classes 
are available in foul semesters year 
round. 
Special events are also planned 
throughout the year with an an­ 
niversary open house each October 
and irregularly scheduled art shows 
and special exhibits featuring both 
locally and nationally known artists. 
The 266-acre wildlife sanctuary is 
“not a zoo or a game farm or Lion 
Country Safari,” noted the museum 
director. Only the natural wildlife of 


this area are preserved in the sanc­ 
tuary. 


Although the nature trails and 
classes are the most popular aspects 
of the Heard Museum, it is the regular 
exhibits which give insight into the 
museum founder’s personality and 
self proclaimed “pack rat” hibits. 
Possessing a wide range of in­ 
terests, Bessie Heard accumulated 
collectables ranging from ornate 
Oriental sculptures to some 2,500 
wildlife prints—some dating back to 
the 1790’s including a large number of 
original Audubon prints. 


These prints take up an entire room 
in the museum and depict the many 
animals and plants of the U.S. Just 
beyond the print room is the Oriental 
exhibit, and even though Miss Bessie 
never visited the Orient personally, 
this exhibit is formidable. 


Another large exhibit consists 
strictly of heirlooms from the Heard 
family, a pioneer Collin County clan. 
Delicate crystal, silver, handpainted 
china, antique furniture and family 
protraits are just a few of the items in 
the heirloom collection.

BROWNWOOD, Tex. (UPI) - 
Anita Bryant, former beauty queen 
and nemesis of homosexuals, on 
Sunday will appear in this farming 
and ranching community to end 
“Freedom Week” — a celebration 
“emphasizing God and all that is 
traditionally American.” 
The finale will start with a 200- 
pound firecracker called “Brocade 
Brown Chrysanthemum” which will 
blast red pastels into the West Texas 
night, and is expected to be seen for 50 
miles across the scrub oak and 
mesquite covered countryside. 
Then Miss Bryant will sing at 
Centex Stadium where “Freedom 
Week” promoters expect 10,000 
persons to be seated. 
It all was the idea of funeral home 
owner, civic leader and self-styled 
super patriot Groner Pitts, who two 
years ago brought comedian Bob 
Hope to entertain the townspeople. 
The “Freedom Week” committee of 
400 persons is paying Miss Bryant 
$7,500, plus transportation, to sing for 
45 minutes. 
“We thought when we invited her 
here a year ago, and we still do, that 
she is symbolic of what we are trying 
to do,” Pitts said. “You can call it flag 
waving, or whatever, but the com­ 
mute thinks she is the ideal everybody 
looks to as being true American.” 
Flag waving it is. Mailboxes, 
houses, stores and restaurants are 
covered with the red, white and blue 
symbols. 
Residents have planted more than 
IOO flags around the town’s traffic 
circle — dubbed “Freedom Circle” — 
and Pitts hopes to see hundreds, 
maybe thousands, of West Texans 
lining the streets, waving tiny flags to 
greet Miss Bryant.

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Exercise Fights ‘Office’ Disease 


\Desk Sitter’s Slump’ Explored 


“ Desk sitter’s slump” is a 
problem 
that 
attacks 
thousands of office workers, 
m aking them feel tired, 
tense and inefficient. This 
common disease also can 
open the way for a whole 
host of problems including 
heart attacks and obesity, 
the 
T exas 
Medical 
Association says. 
B asically desk sitte r’s 
slump is caused by hours of 
office 
work 
with 
little 
variety or exercise At work 
a person’s mind might be 
doing mental push-ups but 
the body often just sits and 
sags. In fact, many office 
workers spend 14V4 of the 16 
daily waking hours sitting. 


All that immobility makes 
endurance drop, fat grow 
and tension rise One answer 
is exercise. 
A Canadian physical fit­ 
ness group 
developed 
14 
exercises that both men and 
women of all fitness levels 
and ages can do easily right 
in the office. These exercises 
will not get someone in shape 
for the Olympics but they 
can help fight off desk sit­ 
ter’s slump. 
One exercise designed to 
tone w aist m uscles and 
relieve lower back tension is 
the seated torso twist. While 
sitting, raise elbows to 
shoulder height and twist as 
far to the right and then to 


the left as possible. Repeat 
until you have done the 
exercise IO times on each 
side. 
Two even simpler exer­ 
cises are designed to relieve 
neck and shoulder tension. 
One involves rolling the head 
slowly in a circle while 
seated. Reverse the direc­ 
tion and repeat about six 
times in each direction at a 
slow, easy pace. 
Another tension reducer is 
to sit upright and breathe in 
while shrugging shoulders 
up for a few seconds. Then 


exhale and relax, holding 
that position for a few 
seconds. Repeat about six 
times. 
An exercise to help hip and 
thigh muscles is the knees 
press. S t forward on a chair 
with feet and knees close 
together. 
Breathe in and 
press knees tightly together 
for 
three-five 
seconds. 
Exhale and let knees relax. 
Do this exercise about six 
times. 
A stomach exercise is to 
sit with hands on knees and 
breathe out while pulling 


stomach muscles in and up 
as far as possible. Hold this 
position 
for 
about 
five 
seconds and then breathe in 
while relaxing m uscles. 
Start at about six repetitions 
daily and build up to at least 
10-12 daily. 
All the exercises can be 
increased 
as 
time 
and 
strength permit. These, or 
other, exercises should be 
done several times a week. 
Some 
of 
the 
exercises 
mentioned are isom etric 
movements which can in­ 
crease 
circulation, 
en­ 


durance and muscle tone but 
do little to increase muscle 
size. 
Iso m e tric 
e x e rc ise s 
generally 
m ake 
m uscle 
groups exercise against each 
other with little actual 
movement. 
Many 
good 
exercise books are available 
on isom etrics and other 
exercises. Sometimes doing 
a little exercise several 
times a day is the answer for 
hurried, 
harried workers. 
Other alternatives include 
exercising at lunch or coffee 
break, joining an exercise 


class at a health facility or 
forming a group of your own. 
Breaking long periods of 
sitting with walking and 
physically active work can 
break tension. 
Sitting up 
straight also makes many 
people feel better.

TENDERIZER 


For most people insect stings 
belong in the category of 
lites 
minor 
aches 
and 
pains 
like 
a 
headache or cold sores. However, 
for some people who are allergic to 
these stings, it can be extremely 
dangerous. Most of the trouble 
comes from a class of insects in the 
Hymenoptera. Now that is a word 
that should impress anyone. In this 
class are such varments as wasps, 
honey 
bees, 
hornets 
and 
yellowjackets. lf you get stung by 
an insect and there is a 
large 
amount of swelling and it becomes 
hard to breathe, or if you feel faint 
or dizzy, have a cold clam m y skin, 
and your heart starts beating fast, 
DON'T WAIT IO to 15 minutes to 
see if it will go away, get to a doctor 
or an emergency room at a hospital 
as quick as you can. Once these 
reactions start they may progress 
rapidly, and death has occurred 
within 5 to 30 minutes after the 
sting. 


For most of us, one of the best 
treatments for insect bites is to mix 
a little water with baking soda, 
make a paste and put it on the bit. 
Most insect venom is acid and the 
baking 
soda 
will 
neutralize 
it. 
Household ammonia will do the 
same thing but if you use too much 
of it you may neutralize the acid to 
the point that you get an alkali 
burn, and you are in worse shape 
than before. 


There was a letter in the Journal 
of 
the 
Am erican 
Medical 
Association saying that if you mix 
Va teaspoonful of meat tenderizer 
(not Accent) with I teaspoonful of 
water and apply it directly on the 
bite it would give relief within 
seconds. It seems that an enzyme 
in the tenderizer breaks down the 
venom and renders it painless. Also 
there is a little do-hickey called 
"Sting-Kill Swabs" on the market 
that seems to be extremely ef­ 
fective for the pain if you can get it 
on in time.

Let Penal Code Fit Crime

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Every now and then some 
newspaper or magazine will 
print a roundup of seemingly 
archaic or extraneous laws 
that clutter up the statute 
books of this broad land. 
In Sump City, Miss., it’s 
against the law to polish a 
watermelon with IO feet of a 
flagpole. 
In Small 
Beer, 
Wyo., it’s against the law for 
a licensed beautician to 
shampoo a buffalo. 
That sort of thing. 
There’s a tendency among 
casual readers to wonder 
why such ordinances have 
never been repealed. More 
to the point, I think, is why 
they were enacted in the first 
place. 
The latter curiosity arose 
again a few days ago when a 
New York judge dismissed 
all charges against George 
Willig, 
the 
skyscraper 
alpinist who allegedly scaled 
one of the 110-story World 
Trade Center towers last 
month. 
You might think the police 
would have had* some trouble 
deciding how to book him. 


But such was not the case. 
Among other counts, Willig 
was 
charged 
with 
unauthorized 
building 
climbing. 
I was impressed, as I 
imagine others must have 
been, 
that there was 
a 
specific law to fit his crime. 
No one, I’m sure, would 
question the wisdom of such 
controls. Unless there is an 
orderly flow of building 
ascensions, the situation 
could quickly get out of 
hand. 
In the circumstances, it 
does not seem duly bur­ 
densome to require that a 
building climber drop by the 
Bureau of Edifice Escalades 
and pick up a permit. 
Even so, the anti-climbing 
law reflected more foresight 
than one might have ex­ 
pected for a city as other­ 
wise imprudent as New 
York. I would be interested 
to know how many other 
m unicipalities, 
counties, 
states or 
nations 
have 
regulatory measures of that 
nature. 
And it would be even more 
interesting to look up the 


legislative history and see at 
what point the need for 
building-climbing 
permits 
first became apparent. 
I was talking to a lawyer 
friend about this and he said 
it was his understanding that 
the first such ordinances 
were adopted after a hotel 
elevator operators strike in 
Chicago in the 1920s. 
During the strike, as he 
recalled, the hotel stairs 
became so crowded that 
some guests started clim­ 
bing up and down the outside 
walls. 
This practice was deemed 
undesirable on two counts: it 
made it easy for male guests 
to sneak women past the 
hotel 
detective, 
and 
departing guests could leave 
without checking out. 
Ergo, there arose a clamor 
for 
building 
climbing 
restrictions. 
Be that as it may, the 
Willig affair demonstrates 
why a city or state shouldn’t 
be too hasty about expunging 
statutes that might seem 
rather far-fetched. 
You never know where 
building climbers are going 
to strike next. 


Guest Editorial 
‘Badge of Honor?’ 


Taxpayers generally are irked 
each year when the cost of over­ 
seas travel by their Washington 
lawmakers is reported. Last 
year Congress admitted to a 
travel bill of almost $1.5 million 
for its members. 
But now U.S. News and World 
Report, invoking the Freedom of 
Information Act, has examined 
records indicating that the ac­ 
tual expenditure was more than 
$2.5 million. A big part of the dis­ 
crepancy involved services and 
transportation provided by the 
military, which were calculated 


by various methods or simply 
not calculated at all. 
We’re not saying the bill is too 
high, although we share suspi­ 
cions that some of the gallivant­ 
ing, particularly by “ lame- 
duck” congressmen, is of ques­ 
tionable value in promoting the 
general public welfare. 
But even if we accept the im­ 
passioned defense of an Illinois 
representative 
who considers 
“junkets not a bad word, but a 
badge of honor,” we must insist 
that the globetrotting be fully ac­ 
counted for — honestly.

AUSTIN — Rep. Frank 
Hartung, backed by House 
Speaker Bill Clayton, has 
made a bid to have his state 
money management bill re­ 
vived on the agenda for the 
forthcoming special legisla­ 
tive session. 
The Houston Republican 
told a news conference this 
week he and Clayton have 
both 
written 
Gov. 
Dolph 
Briscoe asking that HB 1984 
be included on the agenda of 
the session now scheduled 
to begin July ll. 
HB 1984, which died in a 
Senate 
committee 
during 
the last days of the regular 
session, requires the State 
Treasury 
and 
Depository 
Board to invest more of the 
state’s money in interest- 
paying time deposits. 
It would also grant the 
state agency new power to 
invest in savings and loan 
accounts, as well as govern­ 
ment securities, authority 
the Treasury doesn’t have 
under present law. 
Hartung said the state is 
currently losing $2 million 
monthly on money deposited 
in 
non-interest 
paying 
checking accounts scattered 
in more than 1,300 banks 
state-wide. 
He said it was appropri­ 
ate his bill should be in­ 
cluded in the special session 
called to pass a public school 
finance bill for the next 
two years. 
The 
approximately 
$42 
million lost every two years 
because of poor money man­ 
agement could be used to 
help finance public schools 
in Texas, he said. 
Hartung 
admitted 
he 
hasn’t had any indication 


from the governor that his 
bill is being considered as 


a special 
session 
agenda 
item. 
Also bidding for a spot in 
the session are bills to re­ 
peal the state sales tax on 
utilities and to reform the 
state property tax code. 
So far, however, Briscoe 
had indicated only public 
school finance will be on the 
agenda and all other m at­ 
ters are merely under con­ 
sideration. 


Water Agencies 
The Texas W ater Devel­ 
opment Board began last 
Monday the work of reor­ 
ganizing the present three 
state water agencies into 
one entity to be known as 
the Texas W ater Resources 
Board. 
The WDB is responsible 
for carrying out the reor­ 
ganization under a new law 
passed by the 65th Legisla­ 
ture and effective Sept. I. 
The Texas W ater Quality 
Board, W ater Development 
Board and W ater Rights 
Commission are to be com­ 
bined. 
All three of the current 
executive directors are vy­ 
ing openly for the job as 
head of the super agency 
including Hugh C. Yantis 
(WQB), 
Gen. 
James 
M. 
Rose (WDB) and Robert 
Schnieder (WRC). 
However, WDB Chairman 
A. L. Black said after the 
first 
meeting 
the 
final 
choice 
might 
come 
from 
outside the present execu­ 
tive circle. “I wouldn’t want 
to narrow the field down to 
any one, two or three in­ 
dividuals,” Black said.

When the signatories of the United Nations charter 
pledged themselves to observe and respect basic 
human rights, they never figured Jimmy Carter would 
come around to really make something out of it. 
But that is what is happening. It is good for the world 
to remember what human rights means And it is good 
for a nation that, following some shameful conduct 
during an Asian war, badly needs to reaffirm faith in 
its basic principles. 
As the Belgrade meeting continues between East and 
West with human rights in central focus, there comes 
supportive action a half world away at St. George’s 
Grenada. The general assembly of the Organization of 
American States commendably passed a resolution, 
though just barely with eight disappointing absten­ 
tions, to reaffirm a commitment to “the pursuit and 
achievement of human rights.” 
Human rights, long languishing as mere glossy 
language in diplomatic rhetoric and foreign 
agreements, is taking on a new meaning. And the 
violators, from Cuba to Russia, from Chile to Iran, are 
squirming. 
Indeed, civilization has been mocked by the 
brutalities of contemporary authoritarian states. It is 
past time for strong international condemnation of 
such practices. And it is to America’s credit that 
Jimmy Carter is using his prestigious position to lead 
the crusade.

This country will actually be at the mercy of the 
weather during the winter of 1977-78 — and something 
must be done to ensure the necessary supply of gas 
should this season be as severe as the past one. 
While deregulation of natural gas might not solve the 
problem permanently, it would certainly be a step in the 
right direction. The artificially low prices on natural 
gas now encourage consumption and discourage 
development Deregulation would have the opposite, 
needed effect. 
The time has come for Congress to stop dawdling 
with the energy problem and with the natural gas in­ 
dustry. The time for deregulation is long overdue.

These same elements most certainly will put up most 
of the money in 1978 unless Congress acts soon to ac­ 
cept the public funding concept and turns away from 
the everpresent potential for corruption under the 
existing system.

The Gulf Oil Co., the folks who brought you various 
sleazy practices in the production and sale of oil and 
gas including the purchase of Hugh (the Senator from 
Gulf) Scott, is diversified into other ways of producing 
energy.

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Eye Check For Pets Advised 


Many 
ow ners 
don't 
recognize the basic signs of 
eye trouble in their pets until 
blindness or permanent eye 
damage has occurred. Early 
signs of eye disorders in cats 
and dogs include redness 
and tearing, cloudy or bluish 
discoloration, 
excessive 
blinking 
and 
inflam ed 
eyelids. 
Redness and a profuse 
w atery 
d ischarge 
often 
indicate 
that 
foreign 
m aterial is trapped in the 
eye. Your pet might also paw 
at its eye, trying to remove 
the irritation. These signs 
should alert you to closely 
examine your pet. 


To 
conduct 
an 
examination, have someone 
hold your pet firmly but 
gently, while you carefully 
spread your pet s eyelids 
apart. 
If you locate the 
foreign particle, try 
to 
lightly lift it off the eye's 
surface with some sterile 
cotton. 
Flushing the eye 
with warm water may also 
help remove the debris. If 
the object 
is 
not 
easily 
rem oved or seem s em ­ 
bedded in the eye, you need 
veterinary assistance. 
If you find no obvious

discomfort, you should still

U.S. ACTS 
Three U.S. frigates and one 
sloop-of-war were sent to the 
Barbary Coast May 20, 1801, 
to protect American interests 
and commerce. 


A new law passed by the 
Legislature will broaden the 
definition of groups eligible 
for exemptions from 
the 
sales and use tax. 
New groups that could 
qualify for exemptions in­ 
clude those that are scien­ 
tific or lite ra ry or a re 
organized to conduct public 
safety tests or to prevent 
cru elty 
to 
children 
or 
animals. 
In addition, church and 
religious groups can exempt 
their purchases or rentals of 
buses from the motor vehicle 
sales tax. 
H.B. 2080, effective August 
29 this year, provides that 
any group qualifying for 
exem ption from 
federal 
income tax under Internal 
Revenue Code Section 501(c) 
(3) may also qualify for 
exemption from the Texas 
sales and use tax. 
The new law stipulates 
that every item purchased 
by such a group under that 
exemption m ust be related 
to the group’s purpose and 
that no item purchased can 
be used for the personal 
benefit of any individual. 


Texas 
sales 
tax 
law 
already 
provides 
for 
e x e m p t i o n s 
f o r 
organizations c reated for 
re lig io u s, 
e d u c a tio n a l, 
charitable or eleemosynary 
purposes. 
Organizations that qualify 
for federal incom e tax 
exemptions but have not yet 
qualified for Texas sales tax 
exemptions should apply to 
the Sales Tax Division of the 
C om ptroller’s 
Office 
by 
sending in a copy of their 
exem ption under Section 
501(c) (3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 
Any groups not certain 
about whether it qualifies 
should contact the Sales Tax 
Division either in writing or 
by calling the toll-free WATS 
line number, 1-800-252-5555. 
The Comptroller said that 
H.B. 190, effective June IO, 
exempts the sale or rental of 
a motor vehicle fo a church 
or religious society if the 
vehicle is designed to carry 
more than six people and if it 
is to be used primarily for 
transportation to and from 
church or religious services 
or meetings. 


The redness and 
discharge might be from a 
scratched 
cornea 
or 
a 
general eye infection called 
conjunctivitis - an irritation 
caused by pollen, bacteria or 
even sm og. The prom pt 
treatm ent of any eye injury 
is important in preserving 
your pet’s sight. 
N eglected scratch es or 
other superficial injuries to 
the surface of the eye can 
result in cloudy or bluish 
spots on the cornea, a thin 
transparent 
layer on the 
front of the eyeball. The 
spots are the result of white 
blood cells invading the 
cornea to repel the infection. 
If 
the 
eye ,is 
tre a te d 
properly, the infection will 
recede, and the spotting will 
clear. 
When the clouding occurs 
deeper in the eye, in the lens, 
it is called a c a ta ra c t. 
Generally thought to be a 
result of aging, the cataract 
may involve all or only part 
of the lens, and may be seen 


by looking through the pupil 
(the dark spot in the center 
of the eye). 
Research has perfected a 
technique 
of 
c a ta ra c t 
removal, so that the pet can 
still see objects in its path, 
even though it cannot focus 
well. R ecently c a ta ra c ts 
have 
been 
observed 
in 
poodles and Boston terriers 
under 
five 
years 
old. 
V eterinarians a re doing 
research to determine 
if 
early 
developm ent 
of 
cataracts is a hereditary 
trait. 
A 
condition 
that 
is 
definitely inherited is a 
tendency toward malformed 
eyelids. 
In certain small 
dogs, the lower eyelid turns 
in and causes the eyelashes 
to brush the cornea. Each 
time the dog blinks, the 
cornea 
becom es 
m ore 
irritated, making the dog 
blink even more. This ex­ 
cessive blinking is definitely 
a sign that you need to visit 
your veterinarian. 


The opposite situation, 
w here the eyelid 
turns 
outward, is seen in large 
dogs like the St. Bernard. 
The exposed inner lining of 
the eyelid is a perfect trap 
for bacteria and dust, and 
becomes irritated and in­ 
fected. A bit of surgery in 
either case straightens the 
lid 
and 
elim inates 
the 
problem. 
A lthough 
m a lfo rm e d 
eyelids are more common in 
dogs, cats share most of the 
disorders 
I’ve mentioned. 
For instance, 
cats 
can 
develop 
glaucom a 
- 
a 
collection of excess fluid 
within the eyeball that in­ 
creases pressure on the optic 
nerve, causing blindness. 
To alleviate the situation, 
some pets are given diuretic 
tablets that draw excess 
water from the body. Others 
require surgery to create an 
artificial outlet for the fluid. 
U nfortunately, glaucom a 
presents few early symp­ 
toms in either cat or dog

Proper Care Essential 


The 
ancient 
Greeks. 
Romans 
and 
Egyptians 
recognized the necessity of 
treating water to make it 
safe 
for 
human 
con­ 
sumption. Although they did 
not 
understand 
the 
re la tio n s h ip 
b etw e en 
drinking water and diseases 
which are transmitted by the 
w ater, they nevertheless 
attempted to sanitize their 
water by using salt, copper 
and 
various 
vegetable 
materials. 
Swimming pool water is 
not generally considered to 
be for drinking, but swim­ 
mers do ingest some water 
as they swim. To prevent the 
possible spread of water­ 
borne disease, swimming 
pool water must meet or 
exceed the biological safety 
standards prescribed for 
potable water supplies. 
In most cases where germ­ 
free w ater is required, 
whether for public supply or 
in the swimming pool, the 
process of disinfection will 
involve the use of chlorine in 
one form or another. 
When 
chlorination 
is 
properly administered to a 
swimming pool, unwanted 
biological 
growths 
are 
suppressed plus the color, 
taste and odor of the water is 
greatly improved. 
Swimming pool water 
contains many undesirable 
substances in addition to 
algae and bacteria which are 
added by swimmers, wind 
and insects. Hypochlorous 
acid combines with many of 
these water contaminating 
substances, breaking them 
down into inactive, harmless 
compounds or converts them 
to other compounds which 
are inactive and harmless. 
The amount of chlorine 
required at any point in time 
to combine with the un­ 
desirable compounds in a 
pool is described as the 
“chlorine demand”. 
It isn’t sufficient to have 
just enough chlorine present 
to counteract the unwated 
compounds in the pool. An 
additional 
amount 
of 
chlorine should be present at 


all times to combine with 
anticipated dirt, algae and 
bacteria which will be ad­ 
ded. 
This addition amount of 
unused chlorine is called the 
“ residual chlorine” . The 
optimum range for residual 
chlorine in pool water is 
about 1.0 to 1.5 ppm (parts 
per million). 
Free residual chlorine is 
so lightly attached to its 
c a r r y i n g 
a g e n t 


(hypochlorous 
acid 
or 
hypochlorite 
ion) 
that 
energy imparted to it by 
heat, solar radiation, or even 
agitation will cause it to 
dissipate 
into 
the 
a t­ 
mosphere and be lost. 
When the water is warm, 
the sun is bright, and many 
people are agitating the 
water, it is difficult to add 
enough chlorine to meet the 
continuing 
demand 
and 
maintain a free residual. 


For this reason it is 
sometimes desirable to add 
a 
compound 
such 
as 
cyanuric acid which will 
combine with the residual 
chlorine more tightly. 
Pool 
chlorination 
is 
achieved by introducing 
chlorine 
gas 
through 
sophisticated m etering 
equipment, by adding liquids 
such as sodium hypochlorite 
and by selectively dissolving 
some solid compounds.

I 
The Visible Woman 


It is said that there are 
more than 15,000 women in 
state and federal prisons in 
the United States, though ex­ 
perts agree this may be a low 
estimate. Accurate statistics 
are difficult to come by. 
Since 98 per cent of persons 
convicted of crimes eventual­ 
ly return to the communities 
where the rest of us live, ex­ 
perts in the field of crime and 
punishment are concerned 
about what happens to these 
women when they get out of 
jail. Getting out, it seems, is 
almost as difficult as being 
in. 
Kathryn Burkhart, in her 
book, “ Women in Prison,” 
tells of the reaction of 
Cynthia, a prisoner at Ohio 
Reformatory for Women at 
Marysville. 
“ Would you believe,” said 
Cynthia, “ when I was in the 
county jail last time and 
found out I had got bond, I 
cried. I fell back and grabbed 
hold of the bars. I didn’t want 
to go out in that street. It 
seemed like a big dark pit out 
there.” 
Unfortunately, 
Cynthia’s 
fears were real. Most women 
leaving prison have children 
waiting for them, often they 
are poor, have little job train­ 
ing and a heavy burden of 
guilt. 
“ Social stigma of having 
been a convicted criminal is 
greater for women than for 
men, making their return to 
the family, their community, 
and to society in general 
more difficult." These words 
come from The Women’s 
Prison 
Association’s 
“ A 
Study in Neglect: A Report on 
Women Prisoners.” 
11)01 report pinpoints an­ 
other massive problem for fe­ 
male ex-offenders. "Em ploy­ 
ment opportunities, limited 
enough for male offenders, 
are even scarcer for women, 
and job training programs 
are almost nonexistent.” 
Unemployment is espe­ 
cially 
painful for 
these 
women, since they are most 
often arrested for property 
crimes, charges that arise 
from their poverty in the first 
place.

A 1969 U.S. Department of 
I Abor survey of two women’s 
federal institutions revealed 
that about one-third of those 
women had earned less than 
$60 per week before im­ 
prisonment, one-half less 
than $70 per week. Eighty- 
five per cent of these women 
wanted job training, and 90 
per cent of them expected to 
work after release. Yet 75 per 
cent had less than an eighth 
grade education, and 80 per 
cent had children to support. 
Another study at Rikers Is­ 
land in New York showed that 
more than anything else, the 
women wanted help finding 
jobs when they were re­ 
leased. 
Yet most of the inmates 
don’t receive that sort of as­ 
sistance. In a 1973 Yale Law 
Review study of prisons, men 
prisoners were shown to have 
an average of IO different vo­ 
cational training programs. 
The average number in 


women’s facilities was 2.8. 
And even more important, 
the programs for men offered 
training in fields that could be 
financially rewarding, such 
as electronics, 
printing, 
plumbing, data processing, 
welding, and even college 
programs were available. 


Women, however, were 
trained 
in sewing, 
cos­ 
metology, 
food 
service, 
nurse’s aids, housekeeping or 
secretarial work — all jobs 
that would put them barely 
above welfare level. 
Understandably, the re­ 
cidivism rate, or the percent­ 
age of women who return to 
prisons, is high. Again, sta­ 
tistics aren’t as certain as 
they might be, but a return 
rate of from 40 to 80 per cent 
is expected. 
It’s frightening for the pris­ 
oner to return to a society 
which has become like a for­ 
eign country to her.

Q. Although our young son 
w ill be old enough to enter 
first grade next fall (he beats 
their deadline by more than a 
month), I really think he w ill 
be better off if he stays in 
kindergarten for another 
year. 
He is smaller than most 
children his age, doesn’t han­ 
dle himself as well as others 
do in skipping, tricycle-rid­ 
ing, building things and using 
his toys, and is sometimes 
hard to understand when he 
talks. 
The kindergarten teacher 
would like him to stay with 
her for another year. She 
says he is just too immature 
to move on. 
Everyone seems to agree 
that holding him back would 
be a good idea — everyone 
except my wife. She feels it 
w ill hurt him. 
I think she takes it as a per­ 
sonal affront and is kind of 
embarrassed by the whole 
thing. 
What do you suggest? 
A. The most important per­ 
son to consider is your son. 
The main question to ask is 
this one: What w ill be best for 
him? 
If you respect his kinder­ 
garten teacher, her opinion 
ought to carry a lot of weight. 
You might also try out the 
problem on the school princi­ 
pal and one of the first grade 
teachers whom you check out 
for competence and common 
sense. 
If your story is fairly com­ 
plete, there is probably less 
chance of later school and 
personal adjustment difficul­ 
ties if your boy takes it a little 
easily, moving on a year 
later. In the long run this 
temporary delay could pay 
rich dividends for him. 


Q. My daughter was born 
with a cleft palate. It has 
been repaired, and her teeth, 
speech and all related factors 
have been handled. However, 
one thing worries me a great 
deal. 
I keep wondering whether 


she w ill be slow, maybe even 
retarded in her development. 
There is no indication that 
she is, but my concern is that 
perhaps her intelligence 
might be related to her other 
problem. 
A. Cleft palate children are 
quick, “ average” and slow — 
just as all other children are. 
There is no necessary rela­ 
tionship between intelligence 
and this physical irregular­ 
ity. 
She may be bright or not, 
totally unrelated to her palate 
development, just as she 
might be tall or short, fat or 
thin, weak or strong. 
Through her school you 
might be able to have an 
evaluation done so that you 
can begin to deal with an ac­ 
curate appraisal of her poten­ 
tial rather than with your in­ 
definite, hard-to-handle as­ 
sumptions. 


Q. Our child is a “head 
bumper,” thumping away for 
an hour or two every night. 
We can hear it through his 
closed bedroom door. He is 2 
years old. 
My wife wants to put him 
on a sedative because she is 
disturbed by the noise. 
Should we do that? 
A. Head banging or bump­ 
ing is a normal practice with 
many young children. It usu­ 
ally stops by the time they 
are around 3 years old. 
Medication is rarely help­ 
ful; even if it were, why get 
started? It probably would 
not be of value to the child, al­ 
though it might make your 
wife feel that she is at least 
making some effort to solve 
the “ problem.” 
However, since it seldom is 
really a “ problem” perhaps 
it is better to put another 
closed door or two between 
her and your young son at his 
head-bumping time.

Dear Betty: When making 
an elastic casing for waist­ 
bands on children’s slacks, I 
make a buttonhole in the 
backside of the casing. This 
makes an easy 
“ door” 
through which you can draw 
and adjust elastic lengths. 
When letting down a hem, I 
use a decorative stitch to 
cover the old hem line. 
Machine embroidery is a 
quick and easy way to make 
the popular embroidery de­ 
signs on all denim garments.

What a lot we got in one let­ 
ter, Mary Ann! Thank you. 
When making buttonholes for 
drawstrings or elastic, first 
back the area with a square 
of fusible interfacing. Your 
buttonhole will last longer.

Dear Mrs. Rinser: When 
patterns do not mark the 
crotch line, what can you do? 
— Mrs. Ronald Sutter, Mt. 
Horeb, Wis. 
Drawing your own crotch 
line is not too difficult. Just be 
sure you get it straight. 
Starting at the crotch point 
where the center seam and 
the inside leg seam bisect, 
draw a horizontal line at right 
angles to the straight-of-the- 
grain arrow. 
To measure the crotch 
depth of the pattern, measure 
straight down from waistline 
to crotch line near side seam. 


Throw pillows you can 
make in a jiff: 
1. Stitch two large wash 
cloths together and stuff with 
polyester fiber filling. 
2. Cover an inexpensive bed 
pillow with muslin and trim 
with rows of “ antique” lace. 
3. Stitch a quilt block to a 
square of muslin, stuff with 
polyester or old nylons. 
4. Back an old doily with 
fabric, cut another piece of 
the same fabric for the back­ 
ing; stuff. Make a dozen and 
just “ throw them around.”

Child Care Seminar 
Plans Announced 


The Department of Public 
W elfare’s 
Child 
Care 
Training and Consultation 
Program of Region Five is 
funding a two-week seminar 
for selected child care center 
administrators at North 
Texas State University July 
18-29. 
NTSU graduate student 
Margaret Puckett, project 
director for the institute, 
said a needs assessment 
survey is being conducted by 
NTSU’s Center for Research 
and Evaluation (C R E) to 
“ ascertain what day care 
administrators needs are at 
the 
administrative 
and 
leadership levels.” 
The institute will focus 
several sessions on financial 
management skills, per­ 
sonnel management skills 
and regulations and laws 
governing 
child 
care, 
in 
addition to nutrition and 
health care sessions. 
Enrollment for the two- 


week program is limited to 
25, and Dr. Norris Fox, CRE 
director, said that par­ 
ticipants will be selected by 
the institute staff based on 
the center’s needs survey. 
Participants will receive six 
hours university credit as 
well as a 
$250 stipend 
provided by the DPW. 
Ms. Puckett noted, “ We 
hope the program validates 
the need for initiating an 
interdisciplinary 
program 
for child care administrators 
who 
work 
directly 
as 
oroviders in neighborhood 
•hild care centers.” 
If 
funding 
is 
made 
available 
for 
such

program, Dr. Gox said that 
it would probably become a 
specialization area within an 
already existing 
degree 
program.

Women Getting Credit 


New Legal Status Helps 
E d ito r’s 
Note: 
The 
following is the fourteenth in 
a series of articles covering 
the various aspects of the 
women’s movement from its 
beginnings to 
present-day 
laws and activities.

The E qual O pportunity 
Act becam e effective in 1975, 
prohibiting discrimination in 
credit transactaions on the 
basis of sex or 
m arital 
status, and it was presumed 
by many that credit tran­ 
sactions should improve for 
women 
And, while women 
are 
generally finding it easier to 
obtain credit, this is not 
invariably the case, partly 
because women are not 
sufficiently aw are of their 
rights in this field, and also 
because a number of the 
tw elve agen cies charged 
with putting the law into 
effect 
have 
not 
yet 
established 
enforcem ent 
procedures. The F ederal 


Reserve Board is respon­ 
sible for issuing regulations, 
but other agencies share 
enforcement authority. 
B asically, 
the 
law 
provides the following rights 
and protections for women 
seeking credit. A creditor: 
—Cannot require a woman to 
list alimony, child support or 
maintenance payments. If 
she chooses to list them, the 
creditor shall consider such 
payments to the extent that 
these payments are likely to 
be made on a regular basis. 
—Must list on the ap­ 
plication form the nam e of 
the 
ap p ro p riate 
federal 
agency where a woman can 
complain if she feels that she 
has 
been 
d iscrim inated 
against because of her sex or 
marital status. 
—Can no longer request 
information about the birth 
control practices a woman 
uses. Nor can a creditor ask 
about her childbearing in­ 
tentions or whether she is 
able 
to 
have 
children 
Further, a creditor can no 
longer assum e that a woman 
may become pregnant at

some point and leave her job 
to raise children, thereby 
eliminating the income to 
repay the debt. 
—Cannot require a woman 
to reapply for a new account, 
change the term s of her 
account or close the account 
automatically if she has not 
relied solely on her spouse’s 
income in order to receive 
credit and if she changes her 
name or m arital status. A 
creditor must have some 
evidence that she is unable 
or unwilling to repay the 
debt. 
(Skipping 
several 
paym ents 
is 
generally 
considered such evidence.) 
Must notify a woman as to 
whether she received the 
credit account or loan for 
which she applied. If she did 
not receive the credit and 
wants to know why, the 
creditor is required to ex­ 
plain why credit was denied. 
The 
situation 
for 
homemakers m ay be dif­ 
ferent. 
In 
most separate 
property 
sta te s, 
a 
hom em aker who has no 
outside income must still 
give information about her 
husband’s income, even if he 
does not intend to use the 
account. In the community 
property states, a different 
situation exists, w hereby 
spouses are liable for each 
o th e r’s debts. T herefore, 
creditors will ask m arital 
status and will require a 
husband’s signature if he has 
a legal interest in property 
which is security for a loan. 
One of the most flagrant 
abuses has been the refusal 
to give a m arried woman 
credit in her own name. This 
action is now illegal, but 
som e 
women 
a re 
still 
fighting it. 
“ The battle to give women 
equal access to credit is far 
from won. True, there’s a 
new law saying that 
no 
lender can discriminate on 
account of sex or m arital 
status. But laws are ad­ 
m i n i s t e r e d 
t h r o u g h 
regulations, and those that 
the Federal Reserve Board 
just wrote to implement the 
Equal Credit Act are pretty 
weak,” says Jane Bryant 
Quinn, nationally syndicated 
newspaper columnist. 


Denial of credit to women 
is surprising since there is 
long-standing evidence that 
women are better credit 
risks than men. One study 
m ade 
in 
the 
mid-1960s 
m easured 
risk 
on 
in­ 
stallm ent credit and found 
for both m arried and single 
women the bad account 
probability 
was 
sub­ 
stantially lower than for men 
with the sam e m aterial 
status. 
Because they 
are 
now 
against the law, old attitudes 
about women and th eir 
financial status are begin­ 
ning to change. However, in 
order to fully enjoy their new 
statu s, 
women 
m ust 
acquaint 
themselves 
with 
the provisions of the law and 
learn where to turn for help 
if they feel they are the 
victims of discrimination.

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Rape Center Gets Good Results 


In a recent episode of the 
NBC 
television 
series 
“ Quincy" a man accused of 
rape goes free—even though 
Quincy is certain of his 
guilt—because the evidence 
that would have convicted 
him 
is 
accidentally 
destroyed in the hospital 
emergency room. 
During the hour-long show 
the fictional Los Angeles 
County medical examiner, 
played 
by 
actor 
Ja c k 
Klugm an, refers several 
times to a highly successful 
rape program in D allas 
which prevents such tragic 
foul-ups. 
By 
centralizing 
the 
examination and treatment 
of alleged victims of rape, 
the D allas program has 
assured 
that 
a 
specially 


trained team will take care 
of not only the rape victim, 
but also the rape evidence. 
Dr. Charles Petty, Dallas 
County 
Chief 
M edical 
Examiner and professor of 
pathology at The University 
of 
Texas 
Southwestern 
Medical School at Dallas, is 
one of the originators of the 
program. 
“ Prior to 1973, when our 
c o m p r e h e n s i v e 
r a p e 
program began, rape vic­ 
tims were brought to dif­ 
ferent 
hospitals 
helter- 
skelter by law enforcement 
agencies,” says Dr. Petty, 
who is also director of the 
Southwestern Institute of 
Forensic Sciences, which 
includes 
the 
m edical 
examiner’s office and the 
county crime lab. 


“ There was no guarantee 
whatsoever that 
a rape 
victim 
would 
be 
given 
p r o m p t , 
s y m p a t h e t i c 
treatm ent 
or 
that 
the 
evidence obtained would be 
handled properly,” he says. 
Now all rapes reported in 
Dallas County are processed 
by the obstetrics-gynecology 
( O B - g y n ) 
e m e r g e n c y 
departm ent 
of Parklan d 
M em orial 
Hospital, 
the 
major trauma hospital in the 
county and the m edical 
school’s primary teaching 
facility. 
The 
attending 
pyysicians are all faculty 
m embers 
in 
U T 
South- 
western’s 
OB-gyn 
depart­ 
ment. 
The program has resulted 
in one of the best 
rape 
prosecution and conviction 


records in the country. In 
Dallas County in 1975 (the 
last year for which final 
figures are available) there 
were 
127 
indictments for 
rape. Of those. 110 pleaded 
guilty. Of the 17 that went on 
to jury trials, 14 resulted in 
convictions. 
“ When you have really 
good physical evidence, the 
suspect is usually going to 
plead g u ilty,” says Dr. 
Irving Stone, chief of the 
physical evidence analysis 
section 
of 
the 
forensic 
sciences institute and an 
assistant 
professor 
of 
pathology at 
the medical 
school. 
The analysis of physical 
evidence also may show that 
a man who has been accused 
of rape is, in fact, innocent. 


Dr. 
Stone 
points 
out. 
“ Everybody talks about how 
many you can convict, but 
the most important thing is 
to make sure that you don't 
shove an innocent man into 
jail.” 
A vital concern in rape 
cases is the care and custody 
of the physical evidence, he 
continues. 
“ This is one of the weakest 
links in what is called ‘the 
chain of evidence’ in a rape 
case. We have to prove to the 
jury that we had care and 
custody of the evidence and 
that no one tampered with it. 
“ The chain should be as 
short as possible with as few 
people involved as possible. 
And each time evidence is 
transferred from one person 
to another, they must get a 


signed receipt. 
“ Of course our prim ary 
concern is to treat the victim 
as a 
patient,” 
adds 
Dr. 
Stone. 
“ This 
is 
not 
to 
minimize the collection of 
physical 
evidence, 
but 
it 
does mean we maximize the 
treatment of the victim ’’ 
The rape victim is going 
through what may be the 
most traumatic experience 
of her life, 
he 
explains. 
“ Even if the victim is lucky 
enough to receive no per­ 
manent injuries, she still has 
to 
face 
the 
emotional 
problems 
associated 
with 
rape and the ordeal of the 
trails.” 
Contrary to the stereotype 
seen on TV and in movies, 
the rape viciim usually is 
quiet 
and 
subdued, 
not 


hysterical, says Dr 
Daniel 
Scott, professor of obstetrics 
and gynecology at UT South­ 
western and an originator of 
the rape program 
“ She 
usually 
just 
feels 
kind 
of 
depressed 
and 
dehum anized.’’ he says. 
“ She may show evidence of 
hostility. 
anger 
or 
frustration. But regardless 
of her emotional state you 
cannot infer whether or not 
she is a bona fide rape 
victim 
You simply can’t 
look 
at 
a 
woman 
and 
determine what 
has hap­ 
pened to her.” 
When an alleged rape 
victim 
is brought 
to the 
Parkland emergency room, 
her case is given apriority 
second only to those in life­ 
threatening situations. A 


victim 
suffering 
apparent 
physical 
or 
emotional 
trauma 
is 
usually 
taken 
directly into the examining 
room 
“ Our first concern is to 
treat 
the patient 
for 
in 
ju rie s.” Dr. Scott says 
(About IO percent of rape 
victims are 
seriously 
in­ 
jured, while another 25 
percent suffer bruises and 
lacerations.) “ The patient is 
also treated for venereal 
disease and given the option 
of 
treatm ent 
against 
pregnancy. 
“ TTie second 
part, 
and 
truly the second part of the 
exam ination, 
is for the 
purpose 
of 
collecting 
physical evidence that will 
support 
or 
refute 
an 
allegation 
of 
rape.”

Fixing feathered pillows 


P O L L Y ’S P R O B L E M 


DEAR POLLY — RECENTLY I was given a pair of 
old feather pillows. I would like to know how to wash 
these feathers or would it be better to have this done. — 
B B . 
DEAR B.B. — The decision to have this done by a 
commercial laundry or to do it yourself would have to be 
your decision but I will tell you how to do it at home. The 
condition of the pillows may influence your decision. 
After fluffing one up and then bolding it on the palm of 
your hand if the feathers sag toward each end they real­ 
ly need work. 
When washed in your own automatic washer first open 
an inch of the seam at each end of FEATHER pillows 
and then pin together with safety pins. Fill washer with 
warm or cold water and two pillows can be put in at one 
time. When put in water, press down on pillow to expel 
any air. Add a heavy-duty detergent and run washer "t 
regular speed for about IO minutes. Sew up ticking 
before drying. Set dryer at speed for regular fabrics and 
tumble until dry which will be about two hours. Drying 
wet feathers may cause an odor so do not be alarmed. 
The above Is recommended by various authorities but 
for FEATHER pillows only. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Sometimes I am called away or get busy 
doing something else after I have baked round layers for a 
cake and they completely cool in the pans. I found that setting 
them on top of a pan of boiling water for two or three minutes 
loosens them and they pop right out of the pans with no cracks 
in the bottom or sides. They are then ready to frost; the short 
time over the boiling water does not heat up the cake part. 
This is especially nice if I am cooking something that requires 
boiling water. — GLORIA. 
DEAR POLLY — When making ladies slacks I press the 
creases in before sewing them together. I find this makes it 
easier to get, or make, a nice straight crease. I fold each piece 
in the center — the front crease is straight up and the back is 
slanted toward the top of the slacks. I do hope this proves as 
easy for others as it has been for me — MRS. M O. 
DEAR POLLY — My teenager is a great little cook but after 
a while I discovered we had accumulated a drawer full of 
rubber spatulas with broken handles I remedied this situation 
by buying five-eighths inch wooden dowel sticks at the 
hardware store. Then I shaved the end that is inserted in the 
rubber top for a good fit and sanded the other end to make a 
round handle. These are even better and stronger than new. 
One dowel makes three handles. — MARY C. 
DEAR POLLY — To make an excellent clothes brush for 
removing hair, dust, lint or dandruff wrap a strip of adhesive 
backed plastic tape around your fingers with the sticky side 
out. — M.K.

Q. We are thinking about 
refurnishing our living room. 
Actually I should say we are 
getting rid of our early mar­ 
riage furniture and will buy 
some pieces we really want. 
Our living room is not large 
—15 by 20 feet — but I woiUd 
like to furnish it attractively. 
I like traditional designs and 
would like a wing back chair 
plus some other comfortable 
seating. 
My problem is that the 
room will not accommodate 
large pieces of furniture yet 
I’d like to be able to seat IO to 
12 people. Is that impossible? 
Also I need a desk in the 
room because we do not have 
space for one elsewhere. 
Please, would you give me 
some tips for getting the most 
seating for my selections? — 
T.B. 
A. Boston designer Dana 
Noble demonstrates how to 
get maximum seating in a 
room in which two wing 
backed chairs flanking the 
fireplace were combined with 
a sofa. Additional seating 
was added with a pair of 
campaign stools, a carved 
firebench and an open armed 
chair which doubles as a desk 
chair. 
All furniture except the 
couch has open legs to keep 
from giving the room an 
overfurnished 
look. 
The 
stools and benches provide 


handy and relatively low 
seating 
(especially 
con­ 
venient for entertaining), 
keeping the eye from being 
distracted. 
The high back chairs and 
the sofa provide necessary 
comfort for lounging and 
reading for everyday use. 
The chairs are given a prac­ 
tical twist — the seats and 
backs are covered in Nauga­ 
hyde vinyl fabric simulating 
the suede on the Spanish fire­ 
bench. 
Notice, too, how decorative 
Noble’s room design is with 
the repeat of the fabric and 
stool fabric on the walls and 
in the tieback draperies. 
Q. I have carpeted my bed­ 
room 
in 
my 
new 
con­ 
dominium in bright red. The 
walls are white and the 
draperies which came with 
the condominium are white. 
I had hoped to keep the 
draperies but I feel they are 
much too stark in the room. 
What color should I paint the 
walls to reduce the starkness 
of the room and what other 
furnishings should I add to 
give the room a relaxing 
atmosphere? 
The room is 20 by 17 feet so 
I have plenty of room because 
my bed is a standard double 
in a Georgian design and my 
end tables are small Queen 
Anne lowboys. 
I had rather thought the red 
and white would be pleasant 
but it is all too garish for my 


taste this way. What can I do? 
- R. I. N. 
A. I feel a change in your 
walls will help. Instead of 
painting them, however, I 
think you should try to find a 
charming red and white wall­ 
paper. This can very easily 
soften your room and tie the. 
red carpeting and white 
draperies together. 
Let’s say you found a red 
and white floral print you 
liked and you applied that to 
all four walls. Then you might 
select a red and white check 
or plaid fabric for a small 
Queen Anne settee or pair of 
winged back chairs to give a 
sitting area to your bedroom. 
Checks and plaids very fre­ 
quently complement a floral 
print and very seldom inter­ 
fere in a room’s design. They 
simply add a crispness to a 
room. You might find a fabric 
line with a coordinated group 
where several florals are of­ 
fered together with a plaid, a 
check and a stripe — all in the 
same color scheme. 
This 
makes the coordination of the 
fabrics much simpler and the 
outcome better planned. 
This should tone down the 
starkness of the red and white 
by introducing two or three 
different designs combining 
the two colors. I think, too, 
your natural wood furniture 
also will be set off against the 
wallpaper or a richer, more 
interesting background than 
a solid paint color could offer.

"G reek Orthodox 
Theological Review" has 
just published whet its 
editors call "a landmark 
event in the history of 
Jewish-Christian relations’’ 
— the first fruits of the 
G reek-O rthodox-Jew ish 
dialogue. 
The scholarly volume, 
with contributions by five 
Jewish and five Orthodox 
theologians, marks the first 
time in American religious 
history that such a com­ 
prehensive examination of 
the interrelationship bet­ 
ween the two faiths has been 
published. 
In addition, the volume 
contains 
recommendations 
for further joint efforts “to 
restore important chapters 
of Byzantine history and of 
Greekspeaking 
Byzantine 
Jewry” to western history, 
which the theologians said 
had 
"eith er 
ignored, 
minimized or caricatured 
f » 


While the language of the 
theologians is dry and ar­ 
cane, the importance of the 
dialogue, 
especially for 
religious groups in the 
United States, should not be 
minimized. 
In the United States, both 


Jews and Greeks live in 
"diasporas’’ — dispersed 
from 
their 
spiritual 
homelands of Israel and 
Greece — yet with similar 
com m itm ents 
to 
those, 
hom elands 
freq u en tly 
misunderstood by Christians 
without that commitment. 
A rchbishop 
Iakovos, 
prim ate 
of 
the 
Greek 
Orthodox Archdiocese of 
North and South America, 
chastised both faiths for 
having 
"m anaged 
for 
centuries to monopolize God 
and Truth as our property 
and sole possession." 
He said the dialogue 
should help the two religious 
groups not only understand 
differences 
in 
history, 
doctrine or custom, “but 
also to learn to bear, by the 
mercies of the Almighty, a 
dynamic*, contemporary tes­ 
timony to the teachings of 
the One God." 
Rabbi Marc Tanenbaum, 
national director of interreli­ 
gious 
affairs 
for 
the 
American 
Jew ish 
Com- 
mitteee, hailed the dialogue 
as 
"the resum ption 
of 
perhaps one of the oldest 
dialogues in civilization be­ 
tween the bearers of two of 
the 
most 
ancient 
and 
productive religious and 
cultural civilizations." 


Despite the frequent lip 
service acknowledgement of 
Hellenism and Judaism as 
the cultural pillars on which 
western civilization stands, 
both Judaism and Greek 
Christianity are more often 
ignored than studied. Yet 
those two communities are 
“custodians” of two very 
i m p o r t a n t 
s p i r i t u a l 
heritages. 
When they are looked at 
they are all too frequently 
seen as opposite poles — a 
distinction Tanenbaum finds 
“not altogether accurate." 
“Scholars attest to the fact 
that Greek Christianity is 
unthinkable without its pro­ 
found indebtedness 
and 
rootedness in Judaism," he 
said. “At the same time, 
Pharisaism — Rabbinic 
Judaism — is in many ways 
unthinkable 
without 
its 
absorption of certain basic 
Hellenistic institutions ..." 
The commitment felt by 
both 
Jew s 
and 
Greek 
Christians to Israel and 
Greece was singled out by 
the participants in the 
dialogue as a particular area 
needing further exploration. 
“Specific reference would 
be 
m ade," 
the recom ­ 
mendation said, "to the 
dilemma of the advocacy by 
Greeks and Jews of church- 


centration camps. 
According to 
Kenneth 
Bliss, 
Director 
of 
Distribution for World Wide 
Pictures, THE 
HIDING 
PLACE has been extremely
